You should be aware that there was an incident this morning 
in Kun Tong on the outskirts of Kowloon which arose as a result 
of an attempt by the police to obtain the particulars of the 
drivers of some 9-seater vans which were committing a traffic 
offence. The drivers refused, and one was arrested. 

Later a hostile crowd composed mainly of other drivers went 

to the police station to demand his release, apology and 
compensation. They were repeatedly asked to disperse but 
refused. The situation developed to the point where riot 
police were forced to fire 12 tear gas shells and they 
arrested 8 persons, [The situation is now quiet. All nine 
have appeared in Court and have been remanded in gaol custody. 


2 Tt is noteworthy that the midday pro-Communist Caeng 

Wu Pao produced a special sheet which described the incident 

in the most sensational and distorted terms. 1% used such 
phrases as gun shots were fired indiscriminately and Kun Tong 
is smeared with blood. A partial curfew is imposed in Kun 
Tong, people are prepared to raise thei fotest again in the 
afternoon. The pro-Communist New Evening Post and Tin Fong 
however are less sensational but give a predictably tendentious 
version of the story.

Ox Further orderly Union delegations visited the Colonjal 
Secretariat, Social Welfare Department and the Red Cross demanding 
increased wages, distribution of winter clothing to prisoners and 
improvements to prison conditions.

This could have far reaching 
repercussions if it became general policy in other Unions. I+ is 
thought probable, at this stage, that the Communists are tes ting 
reactions only. 


5. The circulation of the three recently republished pro-Gommunist 
newspapers has réturned to pre-suppression levels. 


6. Repatriation of illegal immigrants was resumed on 22 February. 
By 25 February, 24 had been returned via Lowu. Repatriation was then 
temporarily suspended following an incident when a reluctant 
repatriate was pushed into C.T. by a China travel agent employee and 
was roughly handled by C.P.G. authorities. Meanwhile 390 illegal 
immigrants were arrested during the week bringing the month's total 
to 652 so far.

Dealing with 
Communist groups in technical breach of the law out not committing 
serious offences is going to present difficulties, because of the 
speed with which crowds can gather and become intransigent.

(A) Wo genuine bombs. Six hoax bombs reported. 66 sticks of 
dynamite surrendered under the terms ot the Amnesty as well as 
more fireworks, weapons and ammunition. Still no evidence of any 
coming fron Communist sources. 


(B) Seven of a group of twenty demonstrating outside a 
police station were arrested after demanding release of those 
arrested on 19 January. As a follow-up an orderly deputation 
visited Police H.Q. to protest. (My telegram 52 refers). 


(G) Chinese New Year ‘comfort visits’ to unemployed workers 
and families of those killed or imprisoned during Confrontation 
have been a feature of Communist Union activity together with 
propagation of Mao's Thoughts and attempts to solicit support for 
wage increase demands. A further delegation to Labour Department 
was hostile in its attitude. 


(D) 200 ‘relations’ of Confrontation prisoners protested on 
27 Jenuary at the Social Welfare office about alleged i11-treatment 
in prisons.

(f) A reduction in activity in Communist schools. 


(F) Police persecution, salinity and Government policy towards 
hawkers and squatters were the main themes in the Communist Press. 


(G) Minor incidents continued in the Border Area. On 23 
January s Gurkha Sapper received a slight hand wound from a stone 
thrown by a group of ten year old boys in CT. PLA did 
nothing to stop this but on two other occasions dispersed groups 
of stone-throwing boys. Also on 25 January, offensive slogans were 
painted on the British shunting engine. These were eresed by us but 
replaced the next day with threats that further erasure would meen 
the engine would not be permitted to cross the border. Official 
protests have been made to the NCNA here and further erasures 
deferred until after Chinese New Year. 


2. The Communist Labour Movement is laying great emphasis on 
contort visits over Chinese New Year: gifts of cash and food and 
offers of assistance may well persuade former members of Communist 
Unions to return to the fold. Increasing hostility of delegations 
to Government offices suggests an increase in both size and 
militancy in future.

Communist Bomb Campaign ~ 
Statistics and Current Trends 


STATISTICS 


Reports 


From the introduction of the bomb campaign 
into the Communist confrontation of the Hong Kong Govern- 
ment in June, 1967 until 16.00 hours on the 19th December, 
1967 a total of 8278 suspected bombs has been reported. 
Of this number, 6866 proved to be non-explosive devices, 
being either simulated bombs maliciously planted by 
terrorists or innocent articles wrongly suspected to be 
bombs and reported in good faith. Of the genuine bombs 
encountered, 253 exploded after being thrown or before 
they could be dealt with by explosive experts, whilst 
the remaining 1159 were detonated or neutralised by the 
disposal teams. The total number of genuine bombs is 
now 1412. The foregoing figures do not include 123 
bombs seized during police raids. 


Ze The comparative weekly figures may be seen 
from the graph at Annexure I (totals up to week ending 
17th December, 1967). 


Casualties 


3. A total of 19 persons have been killed and 352 
injured as a result of bomb explosions. Of these :- 


11 killed, and 238 injured, were members of 
the public; 


2 killed, and 74 injured, were members of 
the police force; 


1 killed, and 22 injured, were military 
personnel; 


1 killed, and 6 injured, were members of 
other services; 


4, killed, and 12 injured, were bomb terrorists 
killed or injured as a result of their own 
actions. 


Charges and Detention 


4, The total number of persons charged with 
offences relating to true bombs and explosive devices 
is 98. Most prosecutions are taken under various 
Emergency Regulations but use is made also of the Arms 
and Ammunition Ordinance and the Explosive Substances 
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Ordinances. Additionally, 63 persons have been charged 
with various offences arising from possession of 
simulated bombs. ‘The offences have arisen from 
incidents involving bomb attacks, bomb planting and 
the carriage, manufacture or storage of bombs and 
explosives. Of the total arrests, 2 were made by, 

or following reports by, members of the public and 

the remainder by members of the security services, 
mainly police, cither on the streets or during raids 
on premises. In addition to criminal charges, a total 
of 8 persons have been detained under the Emergency 
(Principal) Regulations or the Deportation of Aliens 
Ordinance. Such persons are the leaders or key members 
of bomb fighting groups which have been neutralised 
during the later stages of the campaign. 


CURRENT TRENDS 


Ba The intensity of the bomb campaign has varied 
throughout, periods of relative quiet being followed 

by upsurges of bomb incidents. The latter periods 

often coincide with particular events such as the 

visit of Lord Shepherd, Hong Kong Week and the return 
of H.E, the Governor from vacation leave. Escalation 

of violence has frequently been incited by communist 
press. 


6. Following a particularly high number of 
incidents during October, which led to the strengthening 
of the Bomb Investigation Unit and re-organisation into 
its present structure, there was a gradual decline 
during the latter part of November. This trend continued 
until December 7th when there was a further sudden 
decrease following the return from China of KI Fung, 

the Deputy Director of the Hong Kong Branch of the 

New China News Agency. Whether the decrease was co- 
incidental or consequential to KI's return is a matter 
of conjecture, but it was certainly accompanied by a 
vastly moderated tone in the communist press. 


7 There are in fact two main alternative 
explanations for the almost dramatic turn of events 
in the bomb campaign: — 


(a) that the campaign is being phased out, either 
to be replaced by other tactics or to signal 
the end of the violent stages of the confron— 
tation, at least for the time being; or 


(b) that the communists are building up resources 
in preparation for a renewed and more 
violent bomb offensive. 


sy Meanwhile, the general assessment made in 

the paper dated 27th November 1967 (folio 2) is still 
valid, The reduction in the number of bomb carriers 

has naturally led to a decrease in the number of arrests 
on the streets, but police investigations and the 
interrogation of persons in custody have not raised any 
reasons to doubt the conclusions reached earlier concern- 
ing the organisation of terrorist cells controlled by 
localised branches of various organisations which in 
turn work within general, rather than specific, central 
policy and control.

At 1100 twenty people protested outside Ventral Police Station 
about the arrest of three men in Western District on 19 January. 
They refused to disperse or to go to the neighbouring remand centre 
to visit the men; became hostile and began to chant. As a result

representing workers in the printing trade went to Colony 
Police Headquerters to protest aysinst the arrest et Western and 
Central.

14. hoax snd 8 genuine devices came to notice, 2 of the latter being 
found at the Exhibition of Hong Kong Products on 20 December. 
There were no explosions. : 


(b) The continued calm of the border area broken on 
21 December by a small group of children and edults in Chinese 
territory who threw stones st British military personnel repairing 
the border primsry fence. Intermittent stoning continued for one 
hour and ceused temporary discontinuation of repairs. There were no 
injuries and no action was taken by P.L.A. in the vicinity. There 
was 6 further minor incident involving children on 23 December. 
However, an unconfirmed report received on 22 December states that 
additional P.L.A. personnel have now been deployed in the 
Lo Wu area, Chinese territory to prevent village children 
approaching the border fence to throw stones into British territory. 


(c) Continued anti-British propagends jn the Communist Press which has 
again concentrated on the salinity of the water supply and the 

effects of devaluation. These reports toned down slightly during 

the week but considerable publicity was given to a large meeting 

of members of Unions of Government servants (most of whom are now 
unemployed) during which the need for increased wages was emphasised. 
After a lapse of several weeks, publicity was again given to alleged 
ill-treatment of Communists in prison and critisism of governments 
squatter clearance policy. 


(a) Further meetings by members of many Communist orgsnisations, 
particulerly Unions, to propagate Mao's thoughts during which 
criticism of government for salinity and develuation was 

supplemented by demends for a general wage increase campaign. At one

de During a visit to Canton between 15 snd 18 December, a number 
of senior local Communist film personalities attended a meeting at 
the Canton militery district headquarters presided over by the 
Vice-Chairman of the Kwangtung provincial support committee at which 
the visitors were informed that the struggle in Hong Kong should 
Gontinue by peaceful political means. At a meeting held on the day 
following their return to the Colony, they were instructed by an 
officiel of the Hong Kohg office of the New China News Agency 

(NCNA) thet the use of violence in the confrontation with the 

Hong Kong Government was not correct, and thet compatriots had 
committed mistakes in resorting to the use of force. The official 
stressed that those present should use their cultursl influence 

to propagate the thoughts of Mao with the aim of indoctrinating the 
people of Hong Kong. The context of this speech has since been c 
circulated to others working in Communist film circles where 

there is, apparently, considerable confusion over this sudden change 
in policy. 


Be There are now clesr indications that, as a result of 
instructions from China, there has been a major policy change 
by the local Communists. This should result in the eventual 
disappearance of violence but anti-Government propagsnda will no 
doubt continue at a high pitch. This change of policy will 
probably lead to intensified indoctrination and United Front 
activities in an attempt to win over a broader section of the 
populstion. The blunt sdmission by an official of the N.C.N.A. 
to 8 meeting of film workers that the whole concept of the use 
of force during confrontation was wrong, indicates that the 
Communist lesders are anxious to ensure that the new policy is 
complied with immedietely. It is likely that the resulting 
bewilderment amongst the lower ranks in film circles will be 
repeated in other spheres of Communist influence, but it is 
Considered that the majority will accept the "perty line". 
However, some militants may ignore the instructions and isolated 
incidents of violence may continue to occur for some time. 
Agreement amongst the major Communist newspapers to play down 
confrontation news is a further indication of an attempt to return 
- to more settled conditions, although, of course, the need to 
off-set the losses they have incurred in recent months must also 
be a mejor factor. However, it is felt thet it will not be easy 
for these newspapers to win back the readership they have lost

Police searched hillsides in area of San Liu village 
in Sai Kung today 21 December, resulting in discovery of 
a shelter believed to be the hideout of a group of local 
Communist troublemakers. 


The hideout was in form of strong canvas tent. It 
was so well camouflaged with straw and tree branches that 
it could hardly be noticed by helicopter from the air. 


Found in the tent were three powerful homemade 
gelignite bombs, 21 rounds of live .305 rifle ammunition, 
22 ordinary detonators, 12 homemade electric detonators, 
7 British Army battle-dress blouses, one stencil and 
equipment for printing bulletin of the group and some 
documents together with some samples of the bulletin. 


An exploded homemade parachute bomb was also found 
outside tent. 


The search which lastei six hours and ended at \ pom. 
today was conducted by party of nine plain clothes police 
officers including Superintendent D.J. Bryan, Inspector 
J. Bagley and Inspector Charles Lee who disguised then- 
selves aS picnickers. 


Two young men were found in vicinity during the 
search and taken to police station for questioning. They 
are now assisting police in their enquiries. 


Two of three gelignite bombs found were later 
detonated by Army ammunition experts on spot. When 
exploded they blew some covering padding fifty yards up 
the hillside and caused big hole on ground. 


Qther gelignite bomb was dismantled and found to 
have contained gelignite and iron nails.

The group responsible for this 
incident was also involved in a previous seizure of a revolver from 
a policeman in the N.T. Another bomb plenting group in N.T. has 
been identified. 


3. It is clear that the Communist Labour Movement intends to 
exploit devaluation by initiating wage claims, but Union organisation 
and support both need strengthening before this plan can be put 
fully into effect. All but one of the main Communist teachers are 
still in China. The fact that the Communist Press has continued to 
ignore bomb incidents may possibly be discouraging the local 
militants, thus contributing to the marked decrease in the number of 
incidents.

in hiding or their substitution by new figures, The mounting . 

of a campaign of this nature may indicate that the Communist 

labour leaders are preparing tor a return to more normal conditions. 
Any success achieved will, undoubtedly, be ascribed to the works 

Or Mao and in this context, the exhibition and mass study meetings 
to be held at the FTU Worker's Club, are clearly part or the current 
attempt to consolidate support within Communist labour circles. 
Attendance at these functions will also provide the FIU with an 
opportunity to assess the present strength of the Communist labour: 
movement. 


Ae Apart from the senior NCNA official who returned to Hong Kong 
on 7 December, the local Communist leaders who visited China at 

the end of October are still sbsent. +t is significant that although 
continuing to pyblish strong anti-Government propaganda, the Communist 
newspapers are still igmoring bomb incidents. Although genuine 
bombs appear from time to time, the number of hoax bombs has 
decreased sharply, and the lack of approbation in the Communist

Both a statement issued by the Kwantung 
Provincial Support Committee denouncing Government , pledging 
support and demanding acceptance of the original confrontation 
demands, and the CPG protest were hailed prominently as 
further indications of support from China. However, since 
8 December bomb incidents have been ignored, and apart from 
the Government release carried by an evening newspaper, 
there has been no mention of the murder of the police 
constable. 


2, Police action continued against Communist targets mainly 

connected with bomb incidents. A number of persons were arrested for 
possession of "hoax' bombs. Some twenty persons have been arrested in 
connection with enquiries into the murder of the fesmer police constable 
on 9 December. These include two former members of a Communist 
guerilla unit, active in China during World War 2, one of whom is the 
Chairman of a Communist Stone Masons’ Union. 


3, The manner in which the two themes of salinity of he local water 
supply and the devaluation of the Hong Kong dollar were adopted 
simultaneously by so many Unions suggests that, although also a major 
theme in the Communist Press, some measure of control is being 
reasserted over activities in the labour field. These themes are, of 
course, in line with the Communists' long term aim of exploiting 
alleged social and economic grievances to win the support of a wide 
section of the public, The arrangements to re-open the Chung Wah 
School indicate that, at least overtly, the students wi 1 merge into the 
Communist schools providing the accommodation, apparently in an effort 
to avoid provoking Government into taking further action against 
education circles. 


. The involvement of former guerillas in the group elieved to 
pe responsible for the recent attacks on Police Officers could, of 
course, provide the training and experience necessary for this type 
of activity. Investigations are continuing, and so far there is 
nothing to indicate whether or not this group has been operating on its 
own initiative. The change of attitude in the Communist Press towards 
acts of violence, which has been apparent since the return to the 
colony, from China, of a senior new China News Agency official on 
7 December, suggests that he may have brought instructions that 
emphasis should no longer be given to this aspect of confrontation.

Facts are that at 2010 on 5 December a police party observed 
that traffic was being held wp outside the Nanyang Theatre by two 
objects on the tram tracks. The area was cordoned off in the 
interests of safety and when the bomb disposal team arrived they 
dragged the objects off the tram tracks and away from the main 
road. The objects were then surrounded by sandbags and detonated. 
No damage of any description was caused to buifdings, motor vehicles 
or persons. As it happens the place of detonation was near the 
Nanyang Theatre and the New China News Agency Building. The police 
report that there was no difficulty whatsoever in keeping the area 
clear of people and no incidents of any sort arose. No (repeat no) 
chemical mace was used. We are quite convinced therefore that this 
protest is entirely without foundation and is an attempt by certain 
local elements to create trouble for obvious reasons.

Detailed investigation now reveals that at no time during 
the disposal of the two fake bombs was there any difficulty 
in keeping the area in the immediate vicinity of the bombs 
clear and no use was made of chemical mace. It is probably 
relevant that after the disposal a poster was put up outside 
the left wing Nanyang Theatre alleging that the police 
had deliberately pulled the bombs to the vicinity of the theatre, 
had in exploding them damaged 4 statue of Chairman Mao ana sprayed 
employees in the theatre with poison gas. The whole of this 
therefore seems to be an attempt to fabricate an incident.

5. The point was made orally to the NCNA that people 
should not stand round watching the detonation of bombs when 
the police had asked them not to do so.

School on Hong Kong Island and Mong Kok Workers' Childrens' School 
and Heung To Middle School in Kowloon. At Fukien Middle School, 
an object made to resemble a bomb and with a warning notice on it was 
found, It has not (not) been determined whether it is genuine or 
hoax. Two persons, a 2/-year old man and an 18-year old girl were 
detained by police for enquiries;at Mong Kok Workers' Childrens’ School 
an ammunition expert detonated a suspicious object. Altogether one 
hundred and eight people including several teachers were being 
questioned by police late tonight.

\) Kong (telegram No.1746 refers), As a result of negotiations at 
v Shumchun between representatives of the new territories administration 
and Chinese border officials, which have been going on for some time, 
on 26 November two police constables, who accidentally entered China 
on. 29 September 1967 were exchanged for five civilians from C.T., 
who had been arfested in the border area, and the Man Kam To bridge, 
closed since 15 October was opened. The two constables brought with 
them their motorcycle, the personal effects of senior Inspector Knight 
and a sterling gun and ammunition stolen from security forces by 
Lo Fong villagers during August 1967 (telegram No.1769 refers). 
Details of the understandings reached after ten meetings are in my 
eee et: 


ye 4 THe Communist campaign to boost morale and consolidate 
support within Communist labour circles continued during the week. 
At several meetings talks have been given by recently discharged 
prisoners who claim that there is nothing to fear from imprisonment. 
Arrangements are being made for the payment of December strike pay 
although, as with the last payment, strikers who have accepted 
alternative employment may no longer be paid this allowance. At some 
Unions attendance at study group meetings will be made a condition 
for payment. Further disbursements have been made from ‘dollar 
campaign’ funds to unemployed members of some Communist Unions who 
are not strikers. Attendance at Wnion meetings is increasing and 
there appears to be an improvement in the morale of rank and‘file 
members, 


5. There is further evidence of increased activity in Communist 
controlled schools, At an assembly of teachers and students at one 
major school Government ‘oppression’ was denounced. Subsequently 
all lessons were cancelled for the day and students were instructed 
to write anti-Government essays which were later displayed on the 
school notice boards, At another school the works of Mao and CPG 

_. publication have been adopted as text books during Chinese literature 

' Classes. Formal mid-term academic examinations have been cancelled 
in a number of schools in compliance with Mao's recent directives 
-for educational reform in China. Students are also being encouraged 
to invite members of non-Communist schools to participate in extra 
curricular political activities. 


6. Reports from Hong Kong merchants returning from the Canton 
mid-Autumn Trade Commodities Pair indicate that business there was 
severely affected by the devaluation of the Hong Kong dollar, A 
number of contracts for the purchase of Chinese goods provisionally 
negotiated prior to devaluation were cancelled by OPG representatives, 
Following the revaluation of the Hong Kong dollar some CPG agencies 
continued to "devaluation exchange rates while others added a clause 
to contracts making provision for payment at the J.M.P./Hong Kong 
dollar rate prevailing at the time the goods are delivered. Reports 
indicate, so far, that attendance at the fair is lower than last 
year and that many merchants have cut short their visit due to 
uncertainty over exchange rates.

There is some scope 
for attacks on Government as some rise in the cost of living, albeit 
on a smaller scale, is inevitable but the absence of any official 
CPG announcement concerning a revised rate of exchange has not 
helped the Communists. The absence of comment, so far, in the 
Communist Press on the exchange of the 2 police constables for 

the 5 prisoners from C,T. and the opening of Man Kam To bridge 

is somewhat strange. It is possible, of course, that a major 
propaganda campaign, which will interpret the events as a defeat 
for the Hong Kong authorities may be launched immediately the initial 
agreement affecting the exchange has been complied with; on the 
other hand the Communists may be waiting to assess local reaction 

to the matter before committing themselves. . 


&. Whilst overt signs of confrontation in the form of bomb 
incidents and street demonstrations can be expected to continue 

in a relatively low key in the immediate future, the opening of the 
annual exhibition of Hong Kong products in early December could 
provide the pretext for another upsurge in violent activity. At 
present the Communists are consolidating their support, particularly 
in the labour and educational sphere, where political activities 
continue at a high level. Despite the attempts by some unions to 
limit the number of persons in receipt of strike pay, indicating 
perhaps that funds are becoming depleted, increased attendances at 
meetings and improvement in morale suggests that their ‘consolidation 
and expansion campaign’ is achieving some success, at least in these 
fields.

(G9) Agreement in the border talks was reached on 25 Nov. 

Yesterday the two Hong Kong policemen who inadvertently rode 
aoross the Man Kam To bridge on a motor cycle on 29 Sep 
(SEACOS 152 para 1D refers) were returned to Hong Kong in 
exchange for 5 mainland Chinese. Also returned was the Sterling 
SMG one magazine and two rounds of ammunition snatched by 
Chinese farmers near Ta Kan Ling on 11 Aug, and Senior Inspector 
Knight's belongings. The Men Kem To bridge was reopened. 
There have been four minor incidents along the border during 
the week. Three were at Sha Teu Kok involving grenede and stone 
throwing and the firing of two shots from across the border, one 
of which landed at the feet of a Gurkha sentry. At Ta Kau Ling 
there was a demonstration on Saturday by about 25 Cf civilians, 
obviously for propaganda purposes. 


Bomb incidents. Planting of live bombs averaged about 4 a day 
during the week with a surge to 13 on Saturday when one bomb was 
thrown at a sentry box outside 18 IM Regt RA at Sek Kong but which 
caused no casualties.

A. On Friday evening a curfew was imposed after demonstrations against 
devaluation ended in communal rioting in which 7 people were killed 
and 42 seriously injured. One S/Sgi was injured when his car was 
stopped near Minden Barracks and he was assaulted by a mob. No 
other damage to British or Australian service personnel or property 
has been reported. The curfew was raised for 2 hours this morning 
and it is intended to raise it again for a two and a half hour 
period this afternoon. 

Families are confined to quarters and the British Army School is 
remaining closed today. Sentries have been discreetly mounted in 
married quarter areas, RAAF Butberworsh have been roinforced by 
LA two Belvedere helicopters which will be used to support Western

On 1 November, students from Heung To School gathered in 
a major road in Kowloon and chanted slogans and sang songs, 
After a police inspector was assaulted police reinforcements 
arrived and the whole group of fifty two students and one 
teacher was arrested and charged with taking part in an 
intimidating assembly. The teacher has been sentenced to two 
years imprisonment and a fine of 1,000 HK dollars or 3 months 
in lieu. The students have been tried and convicted but 
remanded until 6 December for a Probation Officer's report. 


2. Early on 15 November a man and a woman, both prominent 
in Communist film cireles and members of the Standing Group of 
€ A.C.A.P.S.C, were arrested on deportation orders. 


3. During the evening of 19 November a group of about 100 
students and workers gathered briefly in a minor road in Kowloon, 
ney dispersed before the police arrived leaving behind 
inflammatory banners and leaflets, There were no arrests.

. The full NCNA release also refers to a police raid on a 

ilm Union premises on 19 November. There were no arrests 

but students from the nearby Cheung Yeh Institute were found 
there, On 19 November police attempting to remove inflammatory 
posters from outside the-same Union premises were involved in a 
melee with people who rushed out to prevent then. ‘Twelve people 
were arrested but as far as ig known none were students. The 
Cheung Yeh Institute itself has not been raided.
